In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  hereby  directed  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of 
said  Town,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  in  Town  affairs, 
Vo  .meet  at  the  North  Church  Vestry  in  said  Town,  on  Febru 
ary  the  seventh,  1$27,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  a.m.,  then  and 
there  to  act  on  the  following-  articles : 

ART.  1  To  Choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting". 

ART.  2i  To  ihear  the  report^  of  the  several  town  officers  and 
committees,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  3  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensu- 
ing! year,  the  following  to  be  on  one  ballott:  Town  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  three  Selectmen  for  one  year,  and  one  Assessor 
for  three  years,  one  School  Committee  member  for  three 
years,  two  Library  Trustees  for  three  years,  one  Cemetery 
Commissioner  for  three  years,  Tree  Warden  for  one  year, 
Tax  Collector  for  one  year,  and  three  Constables  for  one 
year.  s 

ART.  4  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  from  time 
to  time  in  anticipation  of  taxes  of  the  municipal  year  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  the  tax,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes 
hereafter  payable  within  one  year,  any  debt  or  debts  incurred 
under  this  note  to  be  paid  from  the  taxes  of  said  municipal1 
year,  or  act  there  on. 

ART.  5  To  see  ilf  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  $150 
for  Memorial  Day  exercises,  the  same  to  be  paid  to,  and  ex- 
pended by  G.A.R.  Post  171,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  6  To  choose  one  Trustee  of  the  Martha  Alexander 
Fund  to  take  the  place  of  Charles  L.  Robbins  resigned. 


ART.  7  To  see  if  Ithe  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  to  be  used  by  the  Tree  Warden  in  care  and 
preservation  of  shade  trees,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  8  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  motor 
truck,  fully  equipped,  for  the  use  of  the  Fire  Department. 
Make  any  appropriation  for  the  same,  or  pass  any  vote  or 
votes  in  relation  thereto. 

ART.  9  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1762.50,  to  pay  t)he  interest  and  bond  of  the  Ben- 
nett's Meadow  Bridge  debt. 

ART.  10  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1180  to  apply  on  High  School  and  Memorial  Hall 
debt,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  11  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  of  money  for  lighting-  the  streets,  or  act  thereon. 

ART.  12  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sulm  of  money  for  oiling  or  using  some  other  material  to  lay 
the  dust  on  the  (principle  streets,  or  act  thereon.

ART.  16  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $275  for  care  and  preservation  of  cemeteries,  or  act 
thereon. 

ART.  17  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  enter  into  contract  with  Board  of  Public  Works,  Division 
of  Highways,  for  repairs  and  improvements  of  the  roads  and 
highways,  exclusive  of  State  Highways,  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $175  per  mile  for  that  purpose,  or  act 
thereon. 

ART.  18  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  and  instruct 
the  Schoo'l  Committee  to  reduce  the  distance  limit  for  trans- 
porting scholars,  from  two  miles  to  one  and  one  half  miles, 
and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  extra  expense 
thereof.

ART.  22  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  layout 
of  the  Selectmen  of  a  road  beginning  at  the  end  of  the  town 
road  on  Forrest  Ave.,  thence  south  on  Forrest  Ave  to  Spring 
St.,  thence  westerly  on  Spring  St.  to  Linden  Ave.,  (thence 
northerly  to  the  town  road  at  Linden  Ave.,  the  total  distance 
is  about  1000  ft.  To  raise  and  appropriate  any  sum  of 
money  to  be  used  for  same,  or  take  any  action  thereon  The 
plan  is  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk. 

ART.  23  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  sum  of  $100 
in  trust,  and  apply  the  interest  to  the  care  of  the  Ernest  C.

4(>  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  any  sum  of 
money  to  co-operate  with  the  State  and  County  in  building 
a  section  of  permanent  highway  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
90  of  the  General  Laws,  or  pass  any  vote  or  votes  in  relation 
thereto.

Library  Trustees'  Report 


Following  is  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Dickinson 
Memorial  Library  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1926: 

Your  Trustees  have  endeavored  to  make  a  small  income 
do  the  maximum  amount  of  work,  and  believe  no  apology  is 
needed  for  the  results  accomplished.  The  town's  appropria- 
tion is  never  sufficient  to  cover  the  expenses  of  librarian,  jan- 
itor and  heating,  so  that  the  balance  remaining  from  invested 
funds  does  not  provide  for  as  great  an  expenditure  for  mag- 
azines and  books  as  should  be  made,  and  it  is  constant  prob- 
lem to  spend  this  money  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  great- 
est number.  With  the  patrons  of  the  library  wanting  a  wide 
range  of  books,  it  must  be  a  constant  matter  of  compromise 
as  what  to  buy,  and  it  can  never  be  expected  that  such  a  solu- 
tion will  not  result  in  some  criticism  from  patrons  who  may 
desire  certain  books  which,  however  desirable,  are  beyond 
the  means  of  the  library  to  acquire.  This  is  a  condition, 
however,  that  confronts  almost  every  library  of  the  country, 
and  must  be  accepted  as  constant  and  unavoidable. 

The  Trustees  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $600  for  the  gen- 
eral use  of  the  library  for  the  ensuing  year.  This  is  an  in- 
crease of  $50  over  last  year's  appropriation,  but  it  will  be 
needed  to  take  care  of  rebinding  books  that  are  now  out  of 
circulation  owing  to  their  condition. 

The  Trustees  wish  to  renovate  the  interior  of  the  building, 
on  which  little  has  been  spent  since  the  library  was  built,  and 
nothing  for  many  years.  The  expense  will  be  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  $1000,  and  if  the  taxpayers  agree  that  it  should 
be  done,  such  a  sum  will  allow  for  the  varnishing  of  all  the 
woodwork*  outside  painting  and  doing  over  most  of  the  walls 
and  ceilings.  Appended  is  the  financial  report  of  the  libra- 
rian. For  detailed  expenditures  by  the  Trustees  see  Town 
Accountants  report.

School  Superintendent's  Report 


PART  ONE  IN  GENERAL 

To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of 
Northfield  :— 

Herewith  is  submitted  my  second  annual  report,  covering 
the  first  full  year  during  which  I  have  been  your  superintend- 
ent of  Schools. 

The  general  principles  stated  in  the  report  last  year  have 
been  followed  during  the  present  year.  It  has  been  our  con- 
stant endeavor  to  make  the  work  of  all  grades  thorough  and 
practical :  to  teach  the  right  way  before  the  child  can  learn 
the  wrong;  and  to  impress  on  the  child's  mind  the  necessary 
essentials  on  which  all  progress  is  based.  Much  of  the  fail- 
ure in  upper  grades  and  in  High  School  is  due  to  a  lack  of 
dirill  in  the  preliminary  work  of  the  beginning  grades.  If  a 
child  is  taught  thoroughly  the  various  combinations  in  num- 
ber work  so  that  he  knows  the  right  quotient,  product  or 
difference  instantly  his  mathematics  will  be  easily  under- 
stood during  his  years  in  grades  and  high  school.  If  he  has 
the  ability  to  read  and  under ctand  the  books  suited  to  his 
years,  then,  he  will  have  little  trouble  with  History,  Geog- 
raphy, Text  Problems,  or  the  more  advanced  literature  of 
the  high  school.  For  these  reasons  we  have  placed  a  great 
deal  of  stress  on  thoroughness  in  the  lower  grade  work. 
Most  of  our  failures  are  due  to  weakness  in  the  two  ele- 
ments stated  above. 

One  of  my  first  moves  was  to  make  a  census  of  the  text- 
•books  of  the  town,  to  lay  out  a  basal  list,  and  to  organize  a 
course  of  study  based  on  such  list.  This  course  was  com- 
pleted during  last  summer  and  a  typewritten  copy  placed  in 
each  teacher's  hands  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term.  Slight 
changes  will  be  made  in  it  from  time  to  time  as  needed,  but 
when  finally  finished  it  will  be  officially  adopted  and  used  as 
a  basis  of  future  work. 

There  were  a  number  of  changes  in  the  teaching  force  at 
the  close  of  the  school  last  June.  Miss  MacDonald,  our 
successful  and  popular  Principal  resigned,  much  to  our  re- 
gret. Mr.  Martin  went  to  the  High  School  in  Groton ;  Miss 
Parker  became  Mrs.  Dunn  and  resigned;  Miss  Lovell,  who 


Completed  the  year  at  the  Farms,  went  to  Templeton  ;  Mrs. 
Buffum,  whose  efforts  had  brought  the  lower  grades  at  the 
West  School  to  a  high  standard,  resigned  and  her  place  was 
taken  by  Ruth  E.  Clark.  We  were  most  fortunate  to  get 
Mr.  Alanson  E.  Skillings  to  take  the  position  of  Principal  of 
the  High  School.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Colby  College,  with 
post-graduate  work  in  several  institutions,  a  -veteran  of  the 
World  War,  a  thorough  scholar  and  disciplinarian.  The 
school  is  developing  along  sane  and  proper  lines,  is  a  Class 
A  school  and  is  justly  appreciated  by  the  students.  Miss 
Beatrice  Jeffrey  was  secured  for  the  upper  grades  in  the 
Center  School  and  there  has  been  continuous  progress  since 
she  assumed  her  work.  The  new  room  with  grades  5  and  6 
was  placed  in  charge  of  Miss  Dalton  and  Miss  Brown,  who 
had  done  so  well  at  No.  3,  was  placed  in  the  room  with 
grades  3  and  4.  Miss  Gaetz  remained  in  the  fourth  room 
with  grades  1  and  2.  The  school  is  now  a  four-room  build- 
ing with  two  grades  to  a  teacher.  It  is  a  real  school,  well 
organized,  and  efficient. 

The  School  Committee  made  a  visit  to  each  school-build- 
ing, noted  the  condition  and  the  repairs  and  alterations  nec- 
essary. With  these  data  they  made  out  a  five-year  program 
covering  all  the  schools  and  decided  to  devote  the  year  to 
the  Center  Building.  The  necessary  carpenter  work  was 
done  to  put  it  in  first-class  condition.  The  fresh  air  intakes 
were  changed  to  give,  a  better  flow  of  air  into  the  rooms;  a 
window  was  closed  where  it  was  not  needed ;  the  upper 
rooms  tinted  and  the  whole  exterior  painted  two  coats.  The 
work  this  year  is  to  be  done  on  the  East  School  and  the 
Mountain  School.  These  will  be  handled  in  the  same  way. 
All  necessary  repairs  will  be  done  and  the  buildings  given 
two  coats  of  paint  each. 

Additional  desks  have  been  placed  in  the  upper  room  at 
the  Farms,  and  the  well  dug  deeper.  At  the  West  School 
the  lower  grades  have  been  placed  down  stairs  and  the  up- 
per grades  in  the  room  above,  the  necessary  adjustments  in 
desks,  etc.,  being  made  during  the  summer.  New  chair- 
desks  have  been  placed  in  the  science  room  at  the  high  school 
and  some  new  sensitive  physical  apparatus  provided  for  the 
science  classes.  We  have'  had  our  troubles.  During  the 
foil  the  water  supply  at  the  Farms  was  insufficient  and  the 
motor  at  the  West  School  was  ruined  by  lightning.  There 
is  something  radically  wrong  in  the  heating  plant  of  the  East 
School  which  makes  it  impossible  to  divide  the  heat  equally 
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between  the  two  lower  rooms.  Some  animals,  propably 
porcupines,  .gnaw  holes  in  the  boarding  of  the  Mountain 
Sclhool,  requiring  some  repairs.  Most  of  the  above  has  been 
corrected. 

The  School  Committee  has  been  a  real  factor  in  the  work 
of  the  year.  Most  of  the  repairs  at  the  Center  School  and 
at  several  other  buildings  has  been  done  under  their  direc- 
tion and  with  the  best  of  success.  They  have  given  much 
time  to  the  problems  that  have  arisen  and  the  town  is  fortu- 
nate in  having  such  a  committee.  Where  the  superintendent 
must  divide  'his  time  among  five  towns,  covering  twelve  or 
fifteen  thousand  miles  a.  year,  he  is  fortunate  to  know  that 
the  members  of  the  corn'mitte  have  a  personal  interest  in  the 
details  which  arise  while  he  is  elsewEiere.  To  the  committee 
and  to  the  citizens  who  have  treated  me  with  unfailing  court- 
esy, I  return  my  sincere  thanks.

Report  of  School  Physician 


To  the  Board  of  Education  of  North-field,  Mass. 
Gentlemen : — 

In  compliance  with  the  law,  I  hereby  submit  my  report  as 
School  Physician  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1926. 

With  the  assistance  of  Miss  McLaren,  the  School  Nurse, 
396  public  school  children  have  been  examined  for  physical 
defects  and  personal  well  being,  except  defects  of  eye  sight 
and  hearing,  which  latter  are  imposed  duties  on  the  teacher 
and  nurse.  This  'appears  to  me  as  a  strange  anoniialy  because 
defects  of  such  a  character  are  vital  to  the  progress  and  well 
being  of  school  'children. 

Observation  leads  me  to  conclude  that  the  teachers  in  our 
Public  Schools  are  diligent,  competent  and  successful  in  hold- 
ing the  respect  of  those  under  their  charge.  The  heating 
and  ventilating  facilities  of  several  school  buildings  ought  to 
be  materially  improved. 

For  examiple,  the  heating  equipments  are  such  in  the  two 
school  rooms  on  the  first  floor  at  East  Northfield,  heated  by 
the  same  furnace,  will  produce  a  temperature  in  one  room  of 
80  degrees  F,  while  in  the  other  it  will  be  below  60  degrees 
F.  It  seems  to  me  possible  that:  an  expert  in  furnace  ar- 
rangement could  remedy  this. 

Also,  the  water  supply  in  some  of  if  he  school  houses  can  be 
materially  improved. 

One  other  item  of  prime  importance  to  our  young  and 
coming  generation,  is  the  diligent  and  competent  work  of  the 
Truant  Officer.  I  have  found  that  some  pupils  who  ought 
to  be  in  school  are  many  days  absent  with  no  reasonable  ex- 
cuse. 

The  American  Medical  Association  is  making  a  thorough 
and  scientific  study  of  the  large  number  of  deafened  "school 
children,  and  are  urging  scientific,  clinical  examination  by 
improved  methods,  such  as  are  not  accessible  to  the  ordinary 
School  Physician.  The  watch  tick  and  whispered  speech 
tests  are  discarded  as  too  laborious  and  time  absorbing,  as  by 
these  tests  applied  by  experts  in  a  quiet  room,  not  |more  than 
fifteen  children  can  be  adequately  examined  in  an  hour. 
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A  method  has  been  worked  out  by  the  use  of  a  proper  in- 
strument in  the  hands  of  an  expert  by  which  over  396  chil- 
dren can  be  examined  for  deafness  in  a  few  hours. 

Through  the  study  above  mentioned,  over  three  million 
deafened  school  children  above  the  fourth  grade,  are  found 
in  tlhe  United  States. 

Deafness  is  a  real  menace  to  the  future  usefulness  of  such 
school  children.  Ougfit  not  we  to  be  abreast  to  this  import- 
ant health  problem?. 

Outbreaks  of  whooping  cougfh,  measles  and  chicken  pox, 
w'hicfh  seem  unavoidable,  have  materially  interfered  in  the 
work  of  a  part  of  the  schools. 

I  believe  that  the  pupils  in  our  Public  Schools,  as  a  whole, 
are  in  better  physica'l  condition  than  one  year  ago. 

All  physical  defects  noted  have  been  reported  to  the  par- 
ents and  guardians,  with  request  that  they  consult  their  sev- 
eral family  physicians. 

I  wish,  here,  to  comuneiid  the  evidence  of  increased  activi- 
ties in  the  various  athletic  sports  among  the  school  children. 
This,  I  Ibelieve,  ha;?  been  accomplished  through  the  work  and 
the  direction  of  the  teachers.

To  the  Selectment  and  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town 
of  Northfield: 

The  following-  is  the  report  of  the  service  rendered  by  the 
Community  and  School  Nurse  for  the  year  1926. 

Nursing  Service

Number  of  visits  made  512 
Maternity  cases  13 
Prenatal  visits  .8 
Child  welfare  visits  13 
There  has  been  an  increasing  demand  for  the  services  of 
the  nurse,  and  the  nursing  visits  have  varied  in  length  from 
one  half  hour  to  ten  hours.    For  this  work,  the  sum  of 
$254.95  has  been  collected.

Pupils'  homes  visited  94 


All  the  pupils  in  the  school  have  been  given  the  routine 
physical  examination  by  the  school  physician  assisted  by  the 
nurse,  and,  in  addtiion,  special  cases,  reported  by  the  teach- 
ers, have  been  investigated.  In  response  to  the  reports  of 
physical  defects  sent  home  for  some  of  the  pupils,  several 
of  the  parents  have  been  prompt  to  seek  a  remedy.  Unfort- 
unately, there  are  still  some  parents  who  refuse  to  be  per- 
suaded that  such  action  is  beneficial  to  the  children,  but  we 
hope,  in  time,  to  win  these,  too.  The  teachers  have  been 
enthusiastic  in  their  efforts  to  help  the  pupils  to  gain  the 
right  ideas  in  regard  to  their  'health,  and  most  of  the  pupils 
have  shown  great  interest. 

Exicept  for  some  cases  of  whooping  .cough  and  chicken 
pox,  the  health  of  the  school  children  has  been  excellent. 
Had  the  quarantine  been  more  strictly  and  conscientiouslv 
observed  by  those  suffer&ng  from  the  above  mentioned 
diseases  it  is  probable  that  they  would  not  have  spread  so 
widely 
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Talks  have  been  given,  from  time  to  time,  in  the  schools 
on  various  subjects  pertaining  to  health,  and  classes  in  Home 
Nursing  and  First  Aid  are  being1  \given  to  the  pupils  of  the 
Junior  and  Senior  classes  in  the  High  School. 

Tn  Tune,  a  Chest  clinic  was  'held  here  at  which  two  doctors 
from  the  Westfield  Sanatorium  examined  31  of  the  school 
children,  most  of  whom  were  more  than  10  percent  under 
normal  weigiht,  and  also  three  adults.  Later,  4  of  these 
were  taken  to  Westfield  for  X-Ray  examination.  One  girl 
from  the  town  spent  three  weeks  during  the  summer  at  the 
Health  Gamfp. 

Six  days  were  spent,  during  the  year,  in  the  schools  in 
Gill.

Report  of  Fire  Chief 


During  the  year  of  1926,  the  Fire  Department  was  called 
out  far  seventeen  fires.  Three  of  these  fires  were  house  fires 
the  remainder  were  chimney  or  grass  fires. 

The  steam  whistle  at  North  field  Seminary  has  been  blown 
only  for  serious  fires.  In  case  of  chimney  fires,  only  one  or 
two  firemen  have  been  summoned.  We  believe  this  method 
has  helped  keep  clown  the  expenses  of  our  department.  There 
is  an  unexpended  balance  of  $162.57  from  the  appropriation 
of  $500  for  [the  year  11)26. 

We  realize  that  the  town  should  own  a  dependable  piece 
of  motorized  apparatus.  House  fires  in  the  outlying'  districts 
prove  this  belief.  The  members  of  the  department  are  al- 
ways willing  to  do  their  utmost  to  save  property. 

We  ask  for  an  appropriation  O'f  $500  for  ithe  ensuing'  year. 
Detail  of  expenditures  will  be  found  jin  the  report  of  the 
Town  Accountant.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  accounts  of  the  town  of  Northfield  for  the  year  end- 
ing December  31,  1926,  and  report  thereon  as  follows  : — 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  ex- 
amined and  checked,  the  reported  receipts  being  checked  with 
the  financial  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town  and  with  the  treasurer's  books.  The 
payments  recorded  on  the  accountant's  ledger  were  checked 
to  the  warrants  authorizing  disbursements  and  with  the  treas- 
urer's cash  book. 

An  analysis  of  the  ledger  was  made,  a  trial  balance  was 
taken  off,  proving  the  accounts  to  be  an  balance,  and  a  bal-* 
anoe  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared, 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  as  of  December 
31,  1926. 
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The  appropriation  accounts  were  examined,  and  all  appro- 
priations and  transfers  voted  by  tlhe  town  were  checked  with 
the  town  clerk's  records. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  footings  of  the  cash  book  were  proved, 
the  reported  receipts  were  checked  and  compared,  with  the 
accountant's  books  and  with  the  records  of  the  departments 
making-  payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  the  payments  were 
compared  with  the  vouchers  and  warrants  authorizing  the 
treasurer  to  disburse  town  funds. 

The  cash  balance  as  of  December  31,  1926,  was  verified  by 
a  reconciliation  of  the  bank  account  with  a  statement  furn- 
ished by  the  bank. 

The  'books  in  the  treasurer's  office  have  ibeen  kept  in  the 
usual  accurate  manner. 

The  securities  and  savings  bank  books  held  as  investments 
of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer,  selectmen, 
and  trustees  of  charity  funds  were  examined  and  listed.  Tlhe 
income  was  proved  and  the  receipts  and  disbursements  were 
examined  and  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  were  examined 
and  checked,  the  commitments  of  taxes  being  verified  and  the 
abatements  checked  to  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements 
granted.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the 
treasurer's  books,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
in  detail  and  proved  to  the  accountant's  ledger.  The  out- 
standing accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing  notices  to 
a  number  of  persons  wnose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as 
owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received,  it 
appears  that  the  accounts  are  correct  as  listed. 

The  books  of  the  collector  have  been  accurately  kept,  and 
collections  have  been  promptly  made,  thereby  facilitating  the 
work  of  the  audit. 

The  records  of  the  town  clerk  for  dog  licenses  issued  and 
of  the  sealer  oif  weights  and  measures  for  fees  collected  were 
examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  county  and 
town  treasurers,  respectively,  were  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation 
of  the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  -the  tax  accounts  -and 
of  the  accounts  of  the  town  clerk  and  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures. 

For  the  co-operation  and  courtesy  extended  by  the  depart- 


ment  officials  during  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  as- 
sistants and  myself,  to  express  appreciation.
